2. FOLLOWING ARE HIGHLIGHTS OF TINDEMANS' STATEMENT 
IN EMBASSY SUMMARY TRANSLATION. 

"MY OBJECTIVE IS TO GIVE POLITICAL CLARIFICATION 
TO THE ACTION PROGRAM IN ORDER TO MAKE BETTER 
UNDERSTOOD THAT WHICH WE AIM TO REALIZE AND 
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IN WHAT SPIRIT WE INTEND TO DO IT. 

"WE MUST PREPARE EOR EUROPEAN ISSUES TO BE 
POLITICIZED SO THAT THESE PROBLEMS CAN BE 
PERCEIVED BY THE PUBLIC IN THEIR TRUE EORM 
AS THE PUBLIC INEVITABLY HAS A TENDENCY TO 
LOSE INTEREST IN THE NUMEROUS MEETINGS WHICH 
TREAT TECHNICAL QUESTIONS ITEM BY ITEM. 

THIS MUST BE DONE IN THE ADDITIONAL SIGNIEICANT 
PERSPECTIVE OE THE DIRECT ELECTION OE MEMBERS 
TO THE EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT. 

"THREE QUESTIONS WILL RETAIN OUT PARTICULAR 
ACTION. 

"EIRST, WE MUST REEIND CONEIDENCE IN OURSELVES

IT IS NOT AN EXAGGERATION TO SAY THAT EUROPE

B) THE SECOND CHALLENGE THE COMMUNITY
